Over Sis Miles High. 

Tlie Uij;ho»t Mout.tnin In tlio World-Noa 
in Asia, Hut -n laland Wonder.

Tor many years past Mount Everest, 
in that part of tbe great Himalaya 
range' which occupies tho western part 
of the strange kingdom of Nepaul im- 
mediately north of India, has been 
regarded as the highest mountain in 
tho world. It is known to tho Nepaul- 
ese as.Gaurisankar, but tho English 
named it Everest, in honor of a distin- 
frulBLiGcloiiiucro. tlioliritish India topogra- 
phical survey. Its snow-capped summit 
is 20,002 feet, or nearly live miles aud 
a halt abovo the level of tho sea. Of 
courso no ono has ever ascended it to 
this height, but its altitude like that 
of tho other lofty peaks of the Hima- 
layas, was ascertained by triangulation, 
and until the present timo it has not 
been supposed that any higher land 
existed on the earth. 

If. the newy bo true, howovor, which 
has lately come to us from tho more 
distant east, there is a loftior peak 
thau ; Mount Everest in the great island 
of Papua ov New Guinea. This vast 
region, oxtensive enough to form six 
States as largo as New York, is as yet 
wholly unexplored, except alone: its 
coasts. Lying close to tho equator, 
where the Indian ocean and the Pacif- 
ic meet, it is tlio home of the casso- 
wary and the bird of paradise, a 
country grand in its scenery, rich 'in 
its vegetation, and abounding in 
curious ' and beautiful forms of 
animal life the veritable 
wonderland of the globe. An at- 
! tempt to explore tho unknown interior 
of the island was rnado from Torres 
Strait, which separates it from Aus- 
tralia, by Oapt. J. A Lawson, in the 
year and if we may believe his 
published narrative of *tuo journey, 
which has just appeared in London, 
he advanced several hundred miles 
inland, and about midway between 
the north and south coasts discovered 
a mountain 32,783 feet high, which 
he named Mount Hercules. 

The height of the mountain — over 
six miles — is not tho only remarkable 
tiling about it. Its apparent eleva- 
tion is but little less than its actual 
elevation; for, instead of rising from a 
lofty table land liko tho plateau of 
Central Asia, it stands in a compara- 
tively low plain only about two thou- 
sand" feet above tho ocean, and this 
gives a clear rise of moro than 30,000 
feet above tho surrounding country. 
The traveler standing at its base could 
look up and see its snowy peak tower- 
ing 30,000 feqt skyward from where 
he stood. Under such circumstances 
the altitude of a mountain is appre- 
ciated. 

Captain Lawson tells us that ho un- 
dertook the ascent, formidable as it 
appeared. Ho did not reach tho top, 
but we believe tho achievement which 
ho relates is unparalleled in the re- 
cords of mountaineering. Accompani- 
ed by our servant, ho sot out from tho 
foot at four o'clock in tho morning. 
They passed through dense forests in 
tho first two thousand feet of perpen- 
djcular progross, found tho limit qf 
troo growth at cloven thousand foet, 
and by nino o'clock had reached a 
point fourtoon thousand foet above tho 
sea lo vol— almost as high as tlio famous 
Matterhorn. A thousand feet higher 
was the snow line, and tlioy began to 
suffer from tho cold. As they pressed 
Oil, drowsinoss began to overcome 
them, ''Nothing was visible but snow 
of '.ho most dazahng whiteness. Every 
poak and crag was covered with it, and 
it hung over the edges of tho din's in 
long fleecy masses." Their eyes were 
effected by tho glare, and they felt 
themselves growing more and moro 
lethargic. "At longth blood began to 
flow from our noses and oars," says 
Captain Lawson, and my head ached 
in a diBtractod manner. I Baw that 
our only cliaijco of preserving lifo was 
to retreat without delay for wo wero 
in a pitiful plight. Our lips and gums 
and the skin of our hands and face 
werq badly cracked and bleeding, and 
r>uf oj-os wero bloodshot aud swollen 
to "U alarming extent. The ther- 
mometer had sunk in twenty-two de- 
grous Ijelqw freezing rjojnt, and tho air 
was, so nu'ifiod that wb wore grasping 
rather than breathing. Our staves 
foil from our grasp, and wo could not 
pjok thorn up ngain, so benumbed 
woro our arms and hands. It was 
now ono o'clock, and tho greatest ele- 
vation wo had attained was 25,314 

tot. 



Then they turned back, descended 
to tho limit of tho snow in three hours, 
and arrived at their camp at the baso 
of tho mountain about half past seven 
in tho evening. Thus, in fifteen hours 
aud a half, they had ascended an ab- 
solute height of 23,000 feet, to an ele- 
vation which we beliovo is greater 
than any over boforo attained by man 
upon the surface of tho oarth, although 
balloonists have occasionally gone 
highor. 

Lumber Exports. 



The exports of lumber from the Pu- 
got Sound saw mills to California have 
been very heavy of late, as most of our 
readers are aware. During tho eight 
days from tho 17th to the 25th of May 
tho arrivals at San Francisco alonoin- 
cludod 5,48<!,000 foet of lumber, 2,- 
G71.000 laths, 177,000 shingles, 43,- 
000 feet of piles, 21,000 pickets, and 
100 cedar posts. These exports wero 
sent as follows : Two ships from Ta- 
coma, with 1,270,000 foet of lumber 
aud 1,200,000 laths; two vessels from 
Seattle, with 843,000 feet of lumber 
and 117,000 laths; three vessels from 
Port Gamble, with 1,583,000 feet of 
lumber, 640,000 • laths and 21,000 
pickets; one vessel from Port Madis- 
on, with 000,000 feet of lumber and 
100,000 laths; one vessel from Port 
Blakely, with 284,000 feet of lumber, 
156.000 laths and 300 piles; ono ves- 
sel from Utsalady, with 5110,000 foot 
of lumber, 78,000 laths and 100 ce- 
dar posts; and ono vessel from Port 
Ludlow, with 400,000 feet of lumber, 
880,000 laths, 177,000 shingles aud 
28,000 foet of piles. Seabock and Port 
Discovery, two of the principal milling 
establishments, wero entirely unrepre- 
sented in this fleet. Reduced to its 
equivalent in long lumber, these ex- 
ports would amount to at least 8,000,- 
000 foet, or 1,000,000 feet a day for 
the timo given, at the rate of 365,000,* 
000 feet per annum.

The European Crisis. 



Conciliation. 



Europe is quieting down oneo moro. 
The Czar Las been to Berlin, iutor- 
Tiewed tbe Emptror and gone borne 
again. Franco— all Europe, in fact — 
breathes freoly after a violent panic. 
Thore will be no war this year in Eur- 
ope unless Franco herself Books it, a 
thing she is not foolish enough to do. 
The war-party of Germany which was in 
the ascendant in the councils of the na- 
tion have been directed to take a"back 
Boat" till a moro convenient opportu- 
nity shall offer of wreaking their ven- 
geance on Franco and exacting a 
heavier ransom than that imposed as 
the price of peace in 1871. The Czar 
ia said to have adopted a very decided 
stand in opposition to a breach of the 
poaco of Europe — to have threatened 
to act, in caso of hostilities between 
Franco and Germany, the part of a 
policeman, who finding two men light- 
ing, takes the one most to blame to 
gaol. In his remonstrance tbo Im- 
perial peacemaker was backed by 
Great Britain. But to tbo prompt and 
peremptory intervention of the Czar 
the world is indebted in the main for 
tho postponement of hostilities. Ger- 
many's excuse is that Franco was pre- 
paring to renew tho war, therefore 
Germany wanted to begin the lighting 
before France was ready. All that 
has boeu made public concerning the 
crisis favors the belief that tho Eng- 
lish and Russian Governments work- 
ed in hearty accord to keep France 
and Germany from again living at 
each other's throats. On May 11th 
the London "Times" significantly 
wrote : 

'•We believe that tho Russian Sov- 
ereign bus resolved, in consideration 
of the present alarms, to bold tbo most 
decided language in favour of the 
maintenance of peace, and to use 
every effort to bring tbo alarms to an 
end. * * * Such a purpose we 
may assume to have been formed as 
soon as he learnt the motives to which 
his visit was attributed, and found that 
tho announcement of it had shaken 
the confidence of Europe. It repre- 
sents the policy of the Russian Gov- 
ernment, and may be expected to en- 
dure beyond tho circumstances which 
have immediately called it forth. The 
Continent may be reassured by tbe be- 
lief that, whatever may be the projects 
of the military party at Berlin, now or 
hereafter, the Emperor A-'exander, re- 
presenting in this the greatly pre- 
ponderant opinion of his empire, will 
refuse to join in any scheme for crush- 
ing Fruuce. At least for tho present, 
any such danger ia averted. We need 
not assumo positive oveitures on the 
part of tho German Government; it is 
enough that if tbe Emperor, informed 
as he u of the agitation that prevails, 
and of the military projects whichjhave 
caused it, bad come and gone, and 
made no sign, tho war party would 
have redoubled its efforts, and might 
soon have acquired a strength which 
honour and conscience in high regious 
might have found it difficult to resist." 

"Honor to Whom," Etc. 

It ia so seldom that we find tho Tory 
press willing to pay tho smallest tri- 
bute of respect to their political op- 
ponents that we notice with peculiar 
pleasure an article ou the Premier of 
Canada, in the Kingston' "Daily News," 
in which justice is done to those ster- 
ling qualities that have gained for -Mr. 
Mackenzie the place he enjoys in the 
affections and confidence of his coun- 
trymen. Our space not permitting of 
the article referred to in "extonso,"we 
mako tho following extract. — "Mr. 
Mackeuzio will Bail to-morrow fur 
England, and in a few weeks in his 
olucial capacity us Premier ho will ap- 
pear in Downing-street to confer with 
t ie Imperial Government on matters 
o." Canadian interest. He carries not 
with him tho flimsy tinsel associated 
with what is called noble birth as a 
passport to, perhaps, Her Majesty's 
presence; but as tho bead of a Govern- 
ment of ono of tho most prosperous of 
tho Colonies ho goes as its representa- 
tive, and therefore as the representa- 
tive of Canada. If Mr. Mackenzie is 
not bo much of a 'society man' as 
otherB of his Party, we feel certain, 
novortheloss, that Canada will not 
have any reason to feel ashamed of 
him. Ho is a fine specimen of a self- 
made man — one who has proved that it 
is quite possiblo to riso from the hum- 
bler to tho higher walks of life — from 
baing a stonemason to bo tho Prime 
Minister of so great a country as ours. 
Snobbory at times may sneer at such 
men, may look with contempt upon 
them because they were not horn, us 
tho saying is, with a silver spoon in 
the mouth; but all who have a jut t ap- 
preciation of those sterling qualities 
of heart and mind which go to make 
up a man will never refuse to accord 
to thorn that tribute of praiso which is 
justly thoir duo." 



In Tuesday's issue \vn counselled 
the adoption of a conciliatory policy 
in dealing with Mr. Mackenzie. "Wo 
pointed out that our Government is nt 
this moment asking for nearly a mil- 
lion and a quarter of dollars from the 
Dominion, and stated that we believ- 
ed it, to be wretched policy to abuse 
men from whom we expected to re- 
ceivo great favors. As a preliminary 
Buop to a better understanding between 
the two Governments we asked Mr. 
Walkem to muzzlo his Press, which 
seems to consider the chief aim of its 
existence to bo to abus6 Mr. Macken- 
zie and his colleagues. For this ad- 
vice wo are taken to task by tho Gov- 
ernment organ in this city. It don't 
want peace — it don't want a hotter un- 
derstanding — it don't want a Bpeedy 
settlement of all difficulties. It wants 
a grievance always on hand. Its mis- 
sion is to keep the Province in boiling 
hot waiter. Without a grievance it 
must suspend. Without a "sat upon" 
look in its faco, its occupation, liko 
Othello's, would bo gone. Take away 
all cause of complaint and you knock 
the organ's breath out of its body — 
"for he doth take my life who doth 
take the means by which I live!" Now, 
wo repeat that it is the duty of every 
well-wisher of tho Province to make 
every 'effort, compatible with a due 
regaid for our just lights, to bring 
about a better understanding between 
Columbia and Canada. In doing 
this not an iota of our rights need bo sa- 
crificed — not a single inch of the van- 
tage-ground which wo now occupy 
need be yielded.

Toting as a Duty Enforceable by 
Lavr. 

[Toronto Liberal.] 

It is probable that when Mr. Bo- 
thune intioduces his Compulsory Vot- 
ing Bill noxt session he will find a 
strong feeling in tho Legislature in 
its favour. Tho experience tho now 
members had in theJanuary oloctions, 
and tho rovolations made through tho 
means of tho Election Courts, both 
tend to provo not only the advisabil- 
ity, but tho necessity, of having tho 
exercise of the francliiso mado a law- 
imposed duty, instead of, as it nowis, 
a simple privilege. 

It is admitted by both political par- 
ties that tho laws enacted during the 
last few years for securing purity of 
olection in Canada havo boon of great 
benefit. 

They and tho decisions rondorod 
under them have already worked a re- 
volution in the conduct of olection 
contests. In spite of tho exceptions 
to tho contrary, it is now beginning to 
bo understood that money, corrupt 
promisos, iutimidation, and treating 
are so far from being aids to the per- 
son on whoso behalf they are employ- 
ed, that they aro almost infallibly cer- 
tain to work his final discomfiture. 
The agent or professed friend who re- 
sorts to them, instead of helping him 
whose success ho desires, is really 
proving his worst enemy. 

But moro has yet to bo dono to se- 
cure tho results desired. It will hard- 
ly be disputed that at the bottom of 
all the corrupt practicos that havo 
been indulged ip times past has lain 
ono fatal error which has been tho 
cause of them — that a man's vote is in 
a way hisown personal property, which 
he may use or may not use as he thinks 
proper. Tho whole practioe of brib- 
ing is founded on the idea that tho 
elector has a right to sell his vote to 
the liignest bidder, just as he would 
sell a horse or a bag of potatoes. Tho 
hiring of team° to bring electors to 
tho polling booth is founded on tho 
idea that the voter is not discharging 
a duty but conferring a favour by ex- 
orcising his franchise, and that tho 
candidates must bring all sorts of in, 
duoements to boar to bring him out. 
Treating is founded on tho same idea, 
that tho voter must iu every possible 
way be tempted to exercise his fran- 
chise and rewarded for doing so. Tho 
whole tendency of la'o legislation has 
boen t > break down this false idea, 
and establish the correct ono ►.hat vo- 
tiog is a duty which tho law, in the 
interests of the country, demands 
shall bo performed independently of 
undue influences. To buy or sell is 
made punishable; to hire teams for 
bringing voters to the polls is male 
punishable ; and to distribute liquor 
in such a way a; to inako it oporato 
as a temptation to men to exeroiso 
their franchise is doclarod illegal. Iu 
a variety of ways the law has thus 
sought to makd voting an act that a 
man has uo right to rofuso, or accept 
improper inducements for perform- 
ing, 

Wo believe tho experience of the 
now inembor.s at tho last contest will 
cause the Legislature to tako the noxt 
logical stop in this direction, and make 
tho exercise of the frauchise an abso- 
lute duty enforceable by law under 
cortain penalties. It has beon found 
that corrupt practices havo found 
thoir last refuge and oxouso in tho ab- 
sence of auoh law. The elector who 
is disposed to still hold his vote as 
something to sell, may not squarely 
ask a price for it, but he fools at lib- 
erty to ask pay for tho time it will tako 
hint to record it. Or, as he can voto 
d

and exocutivo of tho country, 
is no good reason why thoy 
havo to bo bogged to so act as a per- 
sonal favour, why thoy should havo to 
bo sont for by special conveyance, or 
paid for in refreshments for thoir com- 
pliance by individual candidates. If 
it iR considered an absolute necessity 
that they should bo componsatod for 
their loss of time and trouble, tho 
Stato, asa whole, should bear tho bur- 
den; but whether it docs or not, tho 
duty should bo mado as compulsory 
as that of serving on a jury.and should 
only bo excused on like grounds as 
form an excuse in that case. 

Wo do not say that oven with tho 
legal recognition of tho principle that 
tho exercise of tho right of voting is 
a duty tho elector owes to tho Stato 
instead of a personal privilego that he 
may exorcise or not as he pleases, our 
olectoral system will bo complete, but 
it certainly will not bo without it. Wo 
will novor have that system right until 
duty to tho Stato is mado its founda- 
tion stone. Tho old days when votes 
wore simply matter of bargain and sale 
between tho candidate's agents and 
the electors, when polling days wore 
grand carnivals of feasting and drunken- 
ness, and when the man with tho deepest 
purse won tho seut, aro gone for over. To 
make it impossible that they shall over 
return, the law must not merely out off 
tho ovil incidents of a bad system, but 
dig it up by tho roots— which it can only 
do by placing tho oxercise of tho fran- 
chise ou tho list of tho duties of citizen- 
ship, and making its performance com- 
pulsory liko other duties. When tho day 
comeH in which mou shall know that to 
go to tho ballot-box is a duty of as bind- 
ing nature as jury sorvioo and tax paying 
candidates will need voryjittlo machinery 
ia tho shape of canvassers, agents anil 
committees, and Eleotiou Courts will 
have littlo to do in the way of investiga- 
tion.

or not as ho pleases, teams must 
bo employed to bring him to 
tho polls; or matters must bo mado 
pleasant for him, and in return for his 
trouble in going to the polls ho must 
have refreshments as a slight recom- 
ponso for his exertions. All those ox- 
ouses for tho outlay of money or mon- 
oy's worth can be done away with by 
simply making it overy elector's im- 
perative duty to record his voto. Lot 
it bo doclarod that he must go to tho 
polls, not as a favor to this candidato 
or that one, or to oblige this friend or 
that one, but as an obligation implied 
in his possession of the rights of citi- 
zenship, which he must discharge un- 
der penalty of losing his voting 
power for a time tit least. 

Thoro would bo no more hardship 
in a law of this kind than thoro is now 
in the jury law. Tho statutes secur- 
ing tho composition of juries do not 
say to tho individual citizen "you may 
act as a juryman," and then loava it 
to his own freewill whether ho will or 
not, and to tho opposintsuitors to send 
toams to bring bini to the Court Houso, 
and treat bimto cheese and beer for his 
good nature in consenting to act. 
Thoy say to tho him, "you must act," 
ami ho has to do no, unless ho can 
show tho authorities good and suffi- 
cient reason why he should bo oxcus. 
od. It is surely a no less important 
duty to tho stato that for a fow hours 
in evory throo or four years tho elect- 
ors iu n constituency should act as a 
jury on tho conduct of tho law-makors 



The Reform Convention 

Tho public meeting at Langloy was 
largely attondod. Mr. J. II. Ojulthard was 
appointed chairman, and Mr. Gibbs se- 
cretary. 

Tho secretary said that tho object of a 
Couveution was to secure Reform in tho 
Administration of tho Government, and 
for the bettor representation of tho agri- 
cultural intoro3ts of the District in Par- 
liament. The speaker said that ha did 
not wish every member of tho House to 
be a farmer, but it was a fact that out of 
tho twouty-tivo representatives sent by 
the Proviuco to Parliament, thoro was not 
a couple of practical farmers in the 
whole assembly. Ho concluded by mov- 
ing the following resolution, which, 
stripped of pronmblo, was in substance 
as follows: "That two delegates be sent 
to tho Convention." The motion was se- 
conded by Sir. Morrison. 

Mr. A. Innos said ho laborod under 
some difficulty, as ho had but very lately 
heird of tho p-oposed convention, but he 
(Mr. I.) agreed with the mover of tho re- 
solution that a Convention was necessary 
and if properly conducted would no 
doubt hriag i b >ut mary changes requir- 
ed here in the working of Responsible 
institutions. He agreed with the Walktm 
Government on sumo points, but iu others 
he did not, and lie hoped that tho plat- 
form of the Convention would bo shap d 
so as to try and produce reconstruction 
of the Cabinet; the speaker's [dan would 
be to uavo three portfolios, one for the 
Island und twn for the Mainland; he con 
lidered threo portfolios quite as much, n 
not more, than the Province could afford 
to pay. Sotno peop'.o -mil that our pie 
sen', members had done well, but who 
thor they had done better than others 
would, had they beon in their piace, he 
could not say, but he was oonviuced of 
one thing, and tliut was, that the district 
had not received a cent moro than it WaB 
entitled to. Tho Houso had acted very 
unwisely in raisiuR tho indemnity to 
members, neither could he. reconcile him- 
self to a Government who had introduced 
the vexatious Registration bill. Ho con 
clnded by supporting tho resolution. 

Mr. K. Morrison said ho freely endors- 
ed tho resolution, the Convention was a 
step in the right direction, and no class 
in this country had greater cause to move 
for a change iu government affaire than 
tho farmers had. Tho district sent two 
members to Parliament, and although the 
finest agricultural district in the Pro 
vinoe, the best of farming districts, still 
neither of its members wero farmers; they 
knew nothing about farming, and he, tho 
speaker, thought, earod less. He knew 
no good of them in that direction; if 
they had dono anything it was to bo aux- 
iliary in brooding rupture botwoon us 
and tho Canadian Government. They 
had boen tho cause to some extent of the 
delay in constructing tho Railway, aud 
had assisted in sending a delegate to 
England to alter tho terms of Union in 
face of an Act of Parliament to tho con- 
trary.
